Two Syrian linen peddlers, mak- 
ing a house-to-house canvass in an 
automobile in University City to- 
day, were shot by three gunmen, 


who swooped down upon them in 


another automobile. 

Apparently their assailants had 
mistaken one of them for John Gi- 
annola, reputed leader of an Ital- 
lan clique which for several weeks 
has engaged in a deadly feud with 
Cuckoo gangsters, who have at- 
tempted to levy tribute from boot- 
leggers. 

Taken to St. Marr’g Hospital, 
one of the peddlers, Kustandy Aje- 
louny, 325 years old, was uncon- 
scious from a bullet wound in the 
right temple, and physicians held 
out little hope for his recovery. 
His cousin, Louis A. Badrah, 26, 
shot in the back, told of their en- 
counter with the gunmen. 

Were Near Giannola’s Home. 


The peddlers were in Ajelouny’s 
coupe at Purdue and Teasdale ave- 
nues, two blocks from. Giannola’s 
home at 7160 Princeton avenue, 
when a new Buick coupe, occu- 
pied by three men, pulled up 
alongside. 7 

They addressed Ajelouny as 
“John” and seemed angry when 
he insisted that his name was not 
John. In reply to further ques- 
tions, Ajelouny said he did not 
know where “John” was—in fact, 
he knew no one of that name. 

The men in the car cursed and 
drove on. Ajelouny started his 
car, but had not gone far before 
the Buick again approached from 
behind. having circled the block. 
This time there was no conversa- 
tion. The three men in the Buick 
fired a fusillade of shots into the 
peddlers’ car. 

Ajelouny leaped from his car 
and ran south in Purdue to Green- 
Way avenue. ne of the gunmen 
got out of the Buick and ran after 
Ajelouny, firing a revolver. 
Ajelouny, shot in the head, stag- 
gered on and collapsed in a lot 
adjoining the residence of Dr.

Police Find Wounded Men.

ALDERMEN INVITE 
COUNTY VOTERS 10 
SUPPORT MERGER 


Vote Unanimously for Res- 


olution Urging Approval 
of Movement at Special 


Election. 


ENUMERATE MANY 
ADVANTAGES OF PLAN 


Combined Engineering Ef- 
fort for Removal of Open 
Sewers Among Projects 
Listed. 


A resolution inviting St. Louis 
County voters to approve the mer- 
ger of the county with the city, 
at the special election on Oct. 26, 
was adopted uranimously by the 
city’s Board of Aldermen today. 

The resolution sets out reasons 
why the merger will be of benefit 
to the county and the city, mak- 
ing a greater St. Louis, and offers 
official assurance that the Board 
of Aldermen, which would be aug- 
mented by six county members, 
will take the same interest in the 
county that it now takes in the 
city. 

This is the first official action of 
the city to recognize problems in- 
volved in the merger, although city 
officers have discussed needs of the 
enlarged city, and Mayor Miller is 
an active proponent of the consol- 
idation. 

“One Commuanity in Fact.” 

“St. Louis County and St. Louis 
city are in fact one community,” 
the Alderman point out, “and 
nothing but imaginary and arbi- 
trary lines separate city and coun- 
ty and the different county mu- 
nicipalties and school districts from 
each other.” 

Many advantages, the Aldermen 
say, will accrue to the community 
composed of county and city, by 
pine elimination of these artificia! 
boundaries. 

Enumerate Advantages. 

Among these advantages, by way 
of illustration but not complete 
enumeration, the Aldermen point 
to these for the city: 

1. An opportunity for the gom- 
munity to plan its future growth 
and development along system- 
atic lines, instead of haphazard, 
as at present in St. Louis County, 
and in earlier times in the city, 
as in other old cities. 

2. An opportunity to plan en- 
gineering works on a comprehen- 
Sive scale, resulting in greater 
economy to the community in 
their construction: 

Opportunity for Industries. 

The removal of open sewers 

and offensive spots from points 
adjacent to the present city lim- 
its or near other thickly popu- 
lated centers. 

An opportunity for industries 
to locate in the open parts of the 

present county and thus allow 
the city to attract large plants 
from other states, which will not 
now locate in St. Louis County, 
because of the burden on com- 
petition imposed by higher water 
rates and very high fire insur- 
ance due to inadequate 
water supply and pressyre, 
meagerness of police protection, 
and lack of fire apparatus and 
firemen. 

Fire and Police Protection. 

Under “Advantages to the Coun- 
ty” the Aldermen set forth: 

Better fire and police protec- 
tion. in addition to the great

COPIES OF CHECKS 


Say Agent of Ex-“Dragon” 
Had Documents Dupli- 
cated as He Feared Origi- 
nals Would Be Lost. 


CONTRACT WITH 
OFFICIAL INCLUDED 


Woman Friend of Stephen- 
son Who May Know 
Where Documents Are 
Hidden Is Missing.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 15. 
—Whether D. C. Stephenson can, 
or will produce any documentary 
evidence of corruption among In- 
diana public officials, remains the 
burning question here; but wit- 
nesses have been found who de- 
clare that. Stephenson once pos- 
sessed such documents, and that 
he had photographic copies of 
them made. 

Many interested persons have 
persistently scofted the idea that 
any papers of the sort ever ex- 
isted. Hence the statements of 
these witnesses are of the highest 
significance. Indeed, coming from 
a disinterested source, they carry 
more conviction than would be 
carried by a similar statement from 
Stephenson himself. | 

Cc. M. Hull and his wife, pho- | 
tographers of Anderson, Ind4., said 
yesterday that they made the 
copies, at Stephenson's request, 
soon. after he was locked up in 
the Noblesville jail, charged with 
the murder of Madge Oberholtzer. 
Among the papers, they sald, were 
canceled checks made out by 
Stephenson in favor of publie of- 
ficlais, and.contracts and memo- 
randa signed with the names of 
public officials, agreeing to let 
Stephenson control certain appoint. 
ments. 

One of the significant aspects of 
their statement was that it agreed 
precisely with statements previous- 
ly attributed to Stephenson con- 
cerning the nature of the papers 
and photostatic copies which he 
said he had deposited in a place 
of security.

Refer- 
ring to Lloyd George's desire to 
act as a mediator during the gen- 
eral strike. rather than to support 
without reservation the Tory gov- 
ernment as Asquith urged the Lib- 
erals to do, Asquith writes: 

“No action of mine made this 
ground of controversy in Liberal 
ranks and it was with as much 
distress as surprise that. I found 
my public declarations met with 
challenge from a quarter which it 
was impossible for me to disre- 
gard, coupled with refusal at a 
time of national crisis to meet me 
in council.” 

In ariother passage he writes: 
‘T attach as great importance as 
anyone to party unity and have 
done as much as any man living, 
often under difficult conditions, to 
preserve it. But I am satisfied it 
cannot be maintained under a sys- 
tem of rival authorities with sep- 
arate organizations and separate 
funds.” 

At present the handful of Liber- 
als in Parliament, led by Lloyd 
George, has little authority. Lioyd 
George himself jokes about their 
tiny number in speeches tn the 
House of Commons. Neither 
Lioyd Gaorge nor Asquith distin- 
guished himself during the strike. 
Thus the resignation, announced 
yesterday, appears like a historic 
event, and the papers will publish 
long accounts of Asquith's career, 
as is done when a man dies. 

Yet to the older men of the 
country the event ts of the greatest 
importance, and the newspapers 
give it many columns of space. As- 
quith was Prime Minister longer 
than any other man of modern En- 
giand. Lloyd George is still the 
ablest speaker and political strate- 
gist in the country. Their now hies- 
toric feud at one time or another 
involved every prominent man ina 
English public life and destroyed 
the great party of Gladstone. 
Campbell, and Bannerman. Now, 
Asquith, having retreated to the 
House of Lords, runs up the flag of 
surrender, while Lloyd George atill 
retains the leadership of the party 
in the Commons.
